John Karner of 2281 Old Man- 
chester road, wounded in one of 
many highway robberies in St. 
Louis Friday night, probably will 
die, according to physicians at 
the City Hospital. Karnér was 


weakened by the desperate fight 
he had with the robber after he 
had been shot through the ab- 


domen. 

After being wounded and 
robbed ir front of 2261 Old Man- 
chester road, Karner, seeing 
what he considered a favorable 
opening, leaped upon the robber 
and bore him to the ground. They 
struggled for nearly five min- 
utes without any person appear- 
ing to aid Karner, and then Kar- 
ner, after being shot, wrested 
the revolver from the robber’s 
hand, and as the latter fled, fired 


two shots at him. | 

Karner. bartender. He was on 
his way home at ll p. m., and was alone 
in front of the saloon over which he 
lives, when the tall robber stepped out 
from a shadow and held a revolver at 
his head. 

The Fight With the Bandit. 


Karner threw up his hands and the 
robber seatched his pockets, taking $7 
in bills and silver, some nickles and 
dimes, and Karner’s watch and chain. 
As the robber was putting the money 
into his pocket, Karner leaped upon 
him. Karner is a small man, while the 
robber was about 6 feet tall. Karner 
threw him to the ground, and the two 
struggled silently until the robber suc- 
ceeded in placing the barrel of the re- 
volver against Karner’s abdomen, and 
fired three shots. The first two grazed. 
the skin, but the. third penetrated the 
abdomen and passed* through Karner’s 
liver. 

’ The two struggled to their feet after 
that, and Karner then wrenched the re- 
volver from the bandit. 

Karner rapidly was losing strength as 
he made the last effort for the revolver. 
When he felt it free in his hand, he 
dropped to the sidewalk, and the robber 
turned to run. As he did so, Karner ly- 
ing in the street, fired two shots at 
him. ? 

John Schomogy, a friend, was at Kar- 
ner’s home and heard the shots. He 
‘rushed out in time to see the robber 
leaping over a fence into @ vacant lot 
which would give him access to King’s 
‘highway, which is sparsely settled in 
that neighborhood. Schomogy pursued 
sim, but in leaping the fence his clothes 
cpmught on a rail and by the time he 
‘extricated himself the rubber was out 
of sight. : 

Ten policemen, then going on duty, 
heard the shots, and in a few minutes 
reached the scene, but could find no 
tresce of the robber.

Machine Dashes to Earth 
Suddenly — Cause of 
Accident Unknown.

ROME, Aug. 20.—Lieut. Vivaldi of the 


Italian army was killed this morning 
by a fall frum his aeroplane, He had 
made a trip in the early morning hours 
from the military aviation field at Cen- 
tocelle to Cittaveccia, on the Medi- 


wag returning to Rome when the 
dent happened. é 

A few miles outside of Rome, for some 
unexplained reason, the machine dashed 
to earth., The aeroplane fell from ‘a 
height of 1000 feet and the body of 
Vivaldi was crushed to an unrecogniza- 
ble mass. 

Lieut. Vivaldi had just returned from 
Chalons Sur Marne, France, where he 
had taken up aviation. He used a Far- 
man biplane. He started from Cen- 
tocelle this morning, accompanied by 
Lieut. Savoiain in another aeroplane, but 
the latter was unable to keep pace with 
him and returned to Rome before reach- 
ing Cittaveccia. 

When Vivaldi left Cittaveccia, he 
announced hé sould attempt a round 
trip, no-stop flight, if possible, making 
the total distance of the trip 76 miles. 

The machine was s0 badly smashed 
that it could not be determined accu- 
rately what caused the disaster, but ex- 
perts declared their belief that motor 
trouble or the snapping of part of the 
framework had sent the aviator to his

milk, butter and eggs in their products. 
The Post-Dispatch wishes in this con- 
nection to say emphatically that many 
bakeries in St. Louis are above reproach 
in the matter of cleanliness. 

“Old Baker” Adds Testimony. 

“An Old Baker,” in a letter to the 
Pest-Dispatch, declares the _ stories 
contain “more truth than poetry 
about the bakeries. 

“I have had many years’ experi- 
ence,” he continues, “and as a rule 
most of the shops are in a more or 
less bad state. I answered an ‘ad’ for 
a baker, published in the Post-Dis- 
patch a short time ago, and I found 
the shop so filthy that the only way 
to clean up would have been to burn 
it down. I worked one night and 
then handed in my resignation; as my 
health is the only asset I have. The 
cellar shops, or ‘sweat shops’ as the 
call them, should be prohib-

“A CIRCUIT RIDER’S WIFE? 
HE name of Corra Harris, on the 
& title page of “A Circuit Rider’s 
Wife” answers a question which 
thousands of readers have been 
asking since the 
anonymous, began appearing in serial 
form. It does not matter that the name 
is one hitherto little known to the gen- 
eral reading public. Anything that bears 
the name of Corra Harris will be as- 
sured, in future, of @ large and eager 
audience. 

For here is a real story of the heart— 
such a book as has not been written 
since readers of a_ generation ago 
sobbed over the pages of “Gafes Ajar.”’ 
And it is hardly té be belfeved that one 
who could so potently tell the all too 
short tale contained in these pages has 
not more to tell. 

The book’s appeal is by no means 
limited to religious persons, though those 
who have been religiously brought up, 
and who know conventional church 
phrases and customs, may perhaps enjoy 
it more keenly than others. But sinners 
as Well as saints are written about; 
and the writer’s viewpoint is that of a 
woman who was keenly alive to the' 
things seen that are temporal, while | 
loyally aiding the husband whose chief 
thought was of the things unseen that 
are eternal. 


The life of the Methodist circuit rid- 
er presents an attractive theme to the 
descriptive writer, and the present book 
would be amply worth reading if it 
were merely a plece of unique descrip- 
tion. But it is far more. Hardly a 
paragraph lacks its flash of insight, 
and in some chapters the very elements 
of the emotions are reached. Many 
a mother will read with tear-dimmed 
eyes the brief story of the “little 
itinerant” whose life was less than a 
span, and who lies “high up on the 
mountain under the very eave of heav- 
en, swinging deep in his brown cradle 
of earth,’”’ where “the mother angels 
will find him when they come on the 
last day fo awaken and gather up those 
very least babies who died so soon 
they will not understand the resur- 
rection call when they hear it.” 

There is not the pretense of a plot. 


er’'s wedding notice,.and with the story 
of the courtship, the marriage and 
the wedding: tour, a 2-mile drive to the 
parsonage of the Redwine Circuit. ‘“The 
only one who had any moral impres- 
sion of the day was the horse. I do 
not even recall the road, except that 
it swept away like a white, windblown 
scarf over the green world, and that 
wild roses looked at md intimately 
from the fence corners as.we passed."’

The love feasts and protracted 
meetings, the quarterly conferences 
and presiding elder’s visits, the wed- 
dings and funerals, are the subjects 
of luminous chapters. Smile vie with 
tears in such stories as that of the 
bridegroom who was too poor to pay 
a cent for William’s services, but 
who met the minister ten years later 
on the “big road,” his vehicle full of 
children, and pressed into William’s 
hand a bill which he could. iil spare, 
with the remark “It was the greatest 
service one man ever done another. 
We ain't prospered since in nothing 
but babies, or ad be handing you a 
hundred instead of ten.” Says the 
writer, “I have never heard a man 
compliment his wife since then, that 
I do not instinctively compare it with 
the compliment this mountain farmer 
paiq his wife, I never hear the love 
of a man for his wife misnamed by 
the new disillusioned thinkers of our 
times that I do not recal] the charm- 
ing testimony of this husband against 
the injustice and indecency of their 
views.” 

William was a majestic figure, “al- 
ways a little threadbare, often a lit- 
tle breathless spiritually, but always 
persistently stalking Peter and Paul 
and the angels through the Scrip- 
tures up the altitudes of his own 
beautiful imagination.” He was not 
& church financier or a money raiser, 
and his very unworldliness kept him 
on remote circuits to the end of his 
days. Yet he showed a consecrated 
shrewdness in some of his dealings 
with crabbed church stewards and 
backbiting members, as in the case 
where he ‘accepted the resignations, 
by nO means meant to be accepted, 
which a set’of dictatorial laymen had 
presented, and appointed a committee 
of “sinners” to run the temporal af- 
fairs of the church. His fondness for 
horses and horse trading, a common 
trait among the itinerancy, gives rise 
to an incident as amusing as the fa- 
mous story of the ‘“Deacon’s balky 
mare in “David Harum.” 

More worldly wise than he, the Cir- 
cult Rider’s Wife took it as her task 
to defend him from certain snares 
which beset even consecrated feet. 
“They who build stydies for their 
preachers in the back part of the 
church,” she writes, “ surround him 
with the four, walls of moral destruc- 
tion and invite it for him. The place 
for a minister's study is in his own 
home, with his wife passing in and 
out, if he has female spiritual invalids 
calling on him.” This observation 
leads to the story of Sister Billywith, 
whose studies of Second Samuel with 
William came suddenly to an end 
when William’s wife admonished her) 
to pay more attention to another 
Samuel, her own husband. 

She is writing not of herself and 
William, but of the wife of one of his 
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narrative, then ' 
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aching void she is sure to have some- 


where under her breast feathers.” 
The closing chapters tell of William’s 


superannuation and death, of the 
widow’s return to the world, as the 
guest of a sister in New York, and 
of her final decision to go back and live 
on the Redwine circuit, for a number 
of reasons. One of the quaintest of 


these reasons was that, while she had 
not been morally offended by anything, 
she had seen in the theaters, she had 
had ‘“‘conscientious scruples” about the 
city churches. 

“T used to wonder,” she writes in a 
retrospective paragraph, “why Paul, 
passing through all the grandest cities 
of his times, never left behind him a 
single description of any of § their 
glories, onlyg a ceference to an altar 
that he found in Athens; but now I 
know. Paul lost the memory of sight. 
He: had absent-minded eyes to the 
things of the world. So it is with the 
itinerant. The earth becomes one of 
the stars.”

bondage until he told the secret of the 
hiding place of his wealth—a secret his 
daughter knew but he did not. — 

Then the story goed along much as 
such stories always do though Blaze 
Derringer is not exactly the sort of 
man who usually figures tn them. At 
least he is not the kind Richard Hard- 
ing Davis writes about. There are com- 
plications and complications, thrills and 
more thrills. End happily? It ts in a 
book.

Maybe this was the 
reason that Leolyn Louise Everett 
chose to fill 226 pages with lamentation 
in verse form in which there is hardly 
a rhyme. Her volume—a pretty affair 
in buff and white and gold, real paper 
and all that—is called “The Closed Book, 
and Other Poems.” The “other” poems, 
of which the following is a sample, 
were evidently. written while the fair 
Leolyn Louise’s nature was in the nas- 
cent stage: 
Kiss me on the lipg, dear. 
They were made to kiss. 
Let me keep forever 
Rapture such as this. 


Let me kiss your hand, dear. 
See, I'm bending low. 
I am not half worthy— 

. It is better so. 

It was this very spirit of self-efface- 
ment which resulted, no doubt, in the 
writing of “The Closed Book,” which 
is dated 1904-1908. When the reader opens 
the, closed book, he finds, to his in- 
tense irritation (notwithstanding an oc- 
casional passage of real beauty) that 
the fair L. L. is a female Jeremiah, 
and that she is “crying in the night, 
and with no language }ut a cry.” She 
is continually bewalling the loss of her 
lover and his precious love; and, if 
this ._volume is in any sense autobio- 
graphical, one canpot help being forced 
to the conclusion that this latest poet- 
ess of passion frightened her swain 
away by a display of too great a wealth 
of emotion. 

Was not this the very crime against 
love of which Sappho herself was guilty? 
Was not this the very reason that the 
youthful Phaon could not warm up to 
the Ionian goddess, and that she, in 
despair, finally hurled herself from the 
high Leucadian rock into the seething 
wav~s below?

DOING SOMETHING. 
Can anybody do anything? “Lo, we can do 
something,” reply several members of: the Mu-

Can anybody do anything? “I can do some- 
thing,” said Chief of Police Young, and straight- 
‘way he secured information against wineroom 
proprietors and submitted it to the Excise Com- 
missioner with the recommendation that licenses 
be revoked.

The situation in relation to municipal activi- 
ties, from cheating scales to demoralizing wine- 
rooms, is symptomatic... It emphasizes the need 
of the new charter now in process of manufac- 
ture.. Not that the new charter will oper- 
ate automatically to bring changes and improve- 
ments. But if it fulfills the promise and meets 
the requirements it will mark the beginning of 
a new municipal epoch. Responsibility will be 
centralized as well as authority. Shirking and 
shifting in office will have to cease and initi- 
ative will supplant the customary and traditional 
“Let George Do It.” 

A new charter should mean a civic awakening. 
Properly framed and inspired by an enlarged 
appreciation of municipal government as a busi- 
ness enterprise, it should drive us all to the con- 
clusion that ordinances are not designed to in- 
cite official lethargy, make illusive and idle of- 
ficial effort or spur ingenuity to ways of avoid- 
ing the law. It should compel the belief in of- 
ficials and courts, as well as people, that ordi- 
nances are rules of action, made to promote the 
general welfare and to be enforced for the com- 
mon good. The new charter, however well de- 
signed, will fail if it does not bring a new deal 
and open a new era in municipal methods.

AN OMAHA INTOLERANCE. 

Two young women smoking cigarettes in the 
streets of Omaha were arrested on a charge of 
disorderly conduct, tried in a police court and 
sentenced to jail. This is one of the cases where 
women have a right to rise and protest. A man 
smoking a cigarette would not have been arrest- 
ed. Then why arrest a woman? Mrs. Longworth 
smoking a cigarette would not have been sent to 
jail. Then why jail the others? 

Whether a woman should or should not smoke 
on the streets is a matter of manners, not of 
morals. It may be an impropriety, but it is not 
disorderly conduct. It might have been per- 
mitted to the Police Judge to deliver a lecture to 
ths young women, but.he certainly had no right 
to send them to jail. Their action was unseemly, 
but his action was a brutal exercise of judicial 
power without justification. 

The issue is the more important because of the 
increasing interference by the police in matters 
that do not concern them. The evil is noted in 
every American city. Nothing that Mayor Gay- 
hor has done in New York won him more com- 
mendation from good men than his warning to 
the police that they must cease making arbitrary 
arrests and confine themselves to their duties, 
A lesson of tne same kind is needed in Omaha. 
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.“To hell with the public!”’ exclaimed one wine- 
room keeper, and any prohibitionist will admit 
the wineroom men have been doing their best 
to that end. - 
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COLD STORAGE ONCE MORE. 
Reports from New York are to the effect that 
the cold-storage warehouses have at this season 
upward of 10,000,000 pounds more of butter than 
at the corresponding period of last year. Also 
that there are now in storage 2,234,000 cases of 
eggs, as against 1,911,000 a year ago. Other sorts 
of foodstuffs are stored in something like similar 
quantities. | 

It will be recalled that early in the year there 
was a general overhauling of the foodstuffs in 
the cold-storage plants in and around. New York, 
It was found that some of the supplies had been 
there for as much as five years. AS a result of 
the disclosures there was a general cleaning out 
hy order of the authorities. Whole truck loads 
of meats, fruits, eggs and vegetables were carted 
away and dumped as garbage. 

There was much gratification over the clean- 
up. People believed that permanent good was 
going to result from it. It appears, however, that

a vacuum, which speculative dealers have prompt- 
ly refilled to overflowing. All this newly stored 
food has been withdrawn from the market and 
will be held for high prices. Much of it will not 
be consumed.

The 
poor will have but scant supply. In the end Gov- 
ernment officials will once more have to investi- 
gate and send vast quantities of it to the dumps.

That portion of the park 
the Health Commissioner refers to, early last 
spring was supplied with toilets, water hydrants 
and signs, announcing this part of the park for 
the use of picnics. But the tall grasses and weeds 
have never been cut, and it is doubtful if any 
ricnic parties ever visited the jungle. All over 
the park it is the same W&y. Some time ago the 
papers announced the fact that Commissioner 
Scanlan cengratulated himself that he had saved 
ever $100,000 of the park fund. Evidently he 
has. The condition of the park shows it. There 
are practically no birds in the bird cage, no ice 
in the drinking fountains, and after a justifiable 
kick on the part of citizens regarding the cage 
of the eagles, they continue to Occupy canary 
quarters and are still exposed to the hot sun and 
rains.

Plain commercial dishonesty, the 
minority members of the United 
States Senate Committee that has 
been investigating the cost of living 
again point out, is responsible for a 
good part of the advance in the price 
of commodities. 

By reducing the weight of package 
goods without the publicls knowledge, 
by giving shorter measure and small- 
er quantities, and at best by making 
up the difference by the’ use of fancy 
wrappers and. decorated cardboad, 
many manufacturers have systemat- 
ically practised wholesale fraud upon 
consumers. By such gentle devices 
prices may be kept stationary and all 
the while the buyer’s pocket picked 
of an extra percentage for profits. 

The Senate Committee speaks of 
these conditions as not uncommon 
among manufacturers. Its findings 
are a terrific indictment of American 
business methods. They testify on a

Light Cigars Not the Mildest. 


ROBABLY there is not one 
- smoker in a thousand who is 
not surprised and, in fact, in- 
credulous when he is told that the 
color of a cigar is absolutely no guide 
to its strength. Yet such is the case, 
and a fact well known to cigar man- 
ufacturers and importers. The belief 
of smokers that cigars of dark color 
are strong and those of a iighter 
shade are milder, is, in point of fact, 
as fallacious as it is general. This 
is but one of the many delusions 
harbored by consumers of tobacco, 
and which practical cigar men have 
smiled at and indulged from time 
immemorial. 

But of recent years the inclination 
of smokers toward light-hued cigars 
has assumed the proportions of a 
“craze,” and the producers are find- 
ing much difficulty in meeting the 
demand. The manufacturers and 
Cuban tobacco raisers would now 
gladly correct the error; but, after 
having carefully classified their 
products under the style of claros, 
colorados, maduros, etc., for decades, 
they find it next to impossible to 
dispel the delusion. 

A maker of Havana cigars uses 
but one grade or blend of tobacco 
in the body or filler of his cigars. 
Exactly the same stock is used in 
his Conchas as in his Perfectos; in 
his claros as in his maduros. After 
the cigars are made, however, his 
“selector” takes them in hand and 
classifies.them according to the re- 
lative shades of wrappers. This is 
done to effect a uniformity in the 
appearance of each box of cigars, 
and to enable the dealer to readily 
indulge the whims of the self-de- 
luded - smoker.. 

Inasmuch as the wrapper constt- 
tutes not more than one-tenth of the 
cigar, it will readily. be seen that the 
degree of its strength or mildness 
is very inconsiderable in effect. In 
this connection, however, it is in- 
teresting to note that tobacco trades.

5000 Gasp as Wind Swoops 
Under Wing of Machine 
Built by a Student. 


By Associated Press. 
ASBURY PARK, N. J., Aug. 20.—The 


citizens of Asbury Park awoke this 


morning to find that while they slept 
two of the Wright aviators had accom- 
plished a record feat of aeroplaning, 
having made long midnight flights by 
the light of the moon, the first night 
flights to hail the moon on record. 
With a few friends and a score of sum- 
mer colonists as spectators, Arch Hox- 
sey and Ralph Johnstone took out the 
new Wright machine for spins of about 
15 minutes each. 

The night was ideal for their purpose. 
There was just a scurry of clouds. The 
wind was still and large stars shone, 
while a filling moon looked down in the 
eastern sky. 

Johnstone went up first and his flight 
was comparatively tame. Then Hoxsey 
started out for a moonlight skylark. He 
cut figure eights, roller coasted, dart- 
ed upward in a spurt of 500 feet toward 
the moon and waved to the people down 
below from a height of 100 feet. When 
he tired of that, he cut grapevines and 
what looked to be his igitials. His 
craft was aluminum painted and it be- 
came as bright under the silver of the 
moon as if it had been phosphorescent.
